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Coca-Cola  75d'  Anniversary  Ingots  and  Rounds

Why  is  a  second  edition  Coca-Cola  75th  Anniversary  Ingot  and  Round  guide 
book  needed? 

When  I  first  wrote  the  Coca-Cola  75'1' 

Anniversary  Ingot  and  Round  Program 
(CCP)  guide  book  in  2004,  much  of  what 
was  written  was  what  1  knew  about  the 
ingots  and  rounds  and  information  shared 
with  me  from  other  collectors.  But,  3  did 
not  know  much  about  how  or  why  these 
ingots  were  made.  In  thesecond  edition, 
with  help  from  a  former  World  Wide 
Mint  (WWM)  employee,  I  have  been  able 
to  provide  a  better  picture  of  the  details 
around  the  events  that  started  WWM  and 
the  CCP.  This  information  has  never  been 
shared  with  those  interested  in  collecting 
Coca-Cola  75'1’  Anniversary  ingots. 

The  updated  contents  in  this  second  edition  CCP  guide  book  resulted  from 
numerous  hours  talking  with  and  writing  to  people  (i.e.  collectors, 
Coca-Cola  bottlers,  former  Coca-Cola  employees,  WWM  owners  and 
'WWM  employees)  to  gain  pieces  of  information  they  knew  about  WWM  and 
the  CCP.  Some  conversations  lead  to  dead  ends,  as  too  much  time  had 
passed  and  their  memories  were  faded  around  the  events  that  took  place 
over  30  years  ago.  Additionally,  many  more  hours  were  expended  in  writing, 
reviewing  and  updating  die  contents  of  the  CCP  guide  book  to  reach  the 
final  draft.  Without  the  help  of  many  people,  it  would  not  have  made  much 
sense  to  publish  the  second  edition.

More  information 
about  ingots  than  was  available  when  the  first  edition  was  published  has 
been  provided.  In  the  Appendix,  I  have  included  many  pictures  of  old 
advertisements  for  Coca-Cola  75th  Anniversary  Ingots  and  Rounds.

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Larry  Armstrong 
A-Bomb  Survivor  Historian 


Larry  Armstrong  has  achieved  39  years  of  friendship  and  tmst  with 
1  liroshima  &  Nagasaki  A-Bomb  survivors.  His  efforts  have  gamed  respect 
from  the  American  Society  of  Hiroshima  &  Nagasaki  A-Bomb  Survivors  (ASA);  n 
non-political  group  of  several  hundred  U.S.  citizens.  One  of  ASA’s 
members,  Mrs.  Kaz  Suyeishi,  an  Amencan-bom  Hiroshima  survivor,  spoke 
at  the  Hiroshima-Nagasaki  Commemoration  in  Oak  Park’s  (Illinois) 

Scoville  Park,  on  Sunday,  August  11,  1996.  Larry  also  spoke.  A  piece  of 
the  1  liroshima  Peace  Flame  was  acquired  from  a  LaCrosse,  Wisconsin 
church  and  passed  on  to  two  Oak  Park  churches. 

Larry  attended  die  41"  Anniversary  celebration  of  the  Hiroshima  Maidens 
Project  at  Mt.  Sinai  Hospital  in  New  York  City  in  May  1995.  Four  women, 
formerly  known  as  Hiroshima  Maidens,  including  Michiko  Yamaoka 
attended.  A  story  about  diese  women  in  the  August  7, 1996  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association ,  has  quotes  from  Larry’. 

In  April  1997,  Larry  visited  Hiroshima,  Nagasaki  and  Tokyo.  A-Bomb 
survivors  were  met  in  all  three  cities.  T  he  mayor  of  Nagasaki,  Iccho  Itoh 
also  welcomed  Larry.  Sadly,  Mayor  Itoh  was  assassinated  in  2007. 

When  Larry  was  15,  a  Rotary  exchange  student  came  to  Oak  Park  for  one 
year.  The  two  became  best  friends.  T  he  visitor’s  mother  and  grandmother 
survived  the  devastation  at  Hiroshima,  and  an  aunt  perished.  In  August 
1970  Larry  visited  Hiroshima  and  was  there  for  the  25'11  Commemoration. 
At  that  time,  he  met  Reverend  Kiyoshi  Tanimoto,  one  of  the  real  people 
from  the  late  John  Hersey’s  classic  book  Hiroshima ,  and  joint  coordinator  of 
the  Hiroshima  Maidens  Project. 

Larry’s  poem  ‘ Hiroshima-City  of  Peace’  was  written  in  1987  and  a  woman, 
Toyoko  Awano,  translated  the  poem  into  Japanese.  In  1990  the  Japan 
YWCA  wrote  to  him  that  the  poem  was  accepted  by  the  1990  Hiroshima 
Y\X  CA  Student  Gathering  as  a  learning  aid.  This  poem  has  been  translated 
into  Spanish,  Polish  and  Russian. 

In  August  1991  he  took  part  in  the  International  Youth  Gathering  in 
Hiroshima.  He  also  met  with  three  Hiroshima  sunivors  -  Mr.  Akiluro 
1  akahashi  of  the  Peace  Culture  Foundation,  Rev.  Tanimoto ’s  widow  Chisa 
and  Michiko  Yamaoka,  one  of  the  25  women  formerly  known  as  the 
Hiroshima  Maidens. 

The  purpose  of  his  1993  trip  was  two- fold.  In  1991  he  was  given  a  copy 
of  ‘A  Mother's  Prayer’  from  members  of  Hiroshima’s  Mother’s  Peace 
Movement.  He  was  given  permission  to  offer  tins  film  to  PBS  for  its 
educational  value.  Chicago’s  WTTW  and  San  Francisco’s  KQED  showed 
the  film  in  1993  and  1995. 
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Secondly,  he  was  invited  to  meet  some  of  the  women,  formerly  known  as 
The  Hiroshima  Maidens.  In  1955,  25  unmarried  women  were  brought  to 
the  United  States  through  the  efforts  of  Saturday  Review  Editor  Norman 
Cousins  and  Rev.  Tanimoto.  In  18  months,  122  plastic  surgery  operations 
were  done.  The  surgeons  had  two  objectives:  to  restore  functions  of  the 
eyes,  nose,  mouth  and  limbs  and  to  restore  the  injured  area  as  far  as 
possible.  Of  the  25,  twenty  survive  and  Larry  had  contact  with  13. 

In  1994,  by  the  invitation  of  retired  nuclear  phystcist  Dr.  Naonu  Shohno, 
he  participated  in  the  27,h  Annual  Japan  Atomic  Industrial  Forum 
conference.  He  spoke  of  lus  24-year  connection  with  A-Bomb  survivors. 

To  share  ideas  of  Peace,  he  assisted  NBC,  Showtime,  JAPAN  TV  and 
others,  in  the  planning  of  50,h  Commemorative  projects. 

His  newsletter.  The  Crime  ami  Quill  was  distnbuted  annually  through  1996 
in  both  Japanese  and  English.  He  has  spoken  at  all  types  of  gatherings  and 
lus  Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki  artifacts  from  August  6  and  August  9, 1945 
bnng  hands-on  realism  to  his  audience.
